Sunil Dahiya, an analyst 
for the Centrefor Research on 
Energy and Clean Air, said: 
“Due to Covid, industrialand 
economical activities had slo- 
wed down. However, the con- 
sumption of fossil fuels in- 
creased in 2023 as the indust- 
rial and economical activiti 


se more in 2023 than the pre. 
vious year as significant ac. 
tion to decrease pollution at 
source levels was not taken.” 

In terms of average AQ, 
2023 saw the second lowest AQI 
of 204after 2020 when itwas185, 
according to the Commission 
for Air Quality Management in 
NCR and adjoining areas 
(CAQM). Barring 2020, 2023 wit- 
nessed four months (March, 
April, June and July) with best 
ever daily average AQI.

New Delhi: In December this 
year, the mean maximum tem- 
perature was 24.1 degrees Cel- 
sius, significantly higher than 
the normal of 22.8 degrees C, 
while the mean minimum was 
86 degrees C, a shade higher 
than the normal (8.4 degrees 
€). Not since 2017 have both the 
mean maximum and mini- 
mum temperatures been above 
normal in December. 

On the last day of the year, 
however, the day temperature 
dipped to the season's lowest of 
159 degrees Celsius at Safidar- 
jung on Sunday, 4.5 degrees be- 
low normal. However, the met 
department said while the 
maximum temperature met 
conditions fora’cold day’ tothe 
declared, the minimum tem- 
perature did not. The day's 
minimum was 117 degrees C 
while for ‘cold day’ conditions 
to be met, it has to be below 10 
degrees. In the city SPS Mayur 
Viharsaw the lowest maximum 
temperature of 13.3degrees C. 

Officials said cold day con: 
ditions are likely at isolated 
placeson Monday with ‘yellow’ 
alert in place. December 2023 
just ‘trace’ rainfall on one day 
andended with arain deficit of 
100%. Kuldeep Srivastava, sci- 
entist and head, Regional 
Weather Forecasting Centre, 
IMD, said, “The western dis 
turbances, which impacted the 
hills, werenotstrongenoughto 
cause significant snowfall in 
western Himalayan region. 
Only lightsnowfall wasrecord- 
ed in December and the snow 
melted easily. Whenever there 
is a good snowfall, the north- 
westerly winds bring chilly 
winds to Delhi.” 

‘The plains saw two feeble 
western disturbances in De- 
cember. “Inabsence of a strong 
western disturbance impact. 
ing the plains, only drizzles 


cloudiness, the sun shone 
brightly on most days leading 
to a higher day temperature 
thannormal. As winds blewon 
most days, the minimum tem- 
perature also did not witness a 
sharp dip,” said Srivastava. 
‘The average maximum 
temperature in December was 
two degrees higher than the 
normal mark. Safdarjung, the 
city's base station, recorded 
day temperature in the range 


of 2425 degrees Celsius on 
most days and the maximum 
temperaturesawadroponly in 
thelast week of December: The 
day temperature was below 20 
degrees Celsius on two days- 
December 30and31.

According to the EV poli- 
cy, two-wheelers are eligible 
for a Rs 5,000 subsidy per 
kWh of battery capacity; 
three-wheelers are eligible 
for a Rs 30,000 subsidy re- 
gardless of the overall cost 
or battery capacity; and the 
subsidy for four-wheelers — 
Rs 10,000 per kWh of battery 
capacity — is available only 
for the first 1,000 EVsregiste- 
red underthescheme, 

‘The EV policy, which had 
expired on August 8, 2023, 
has been given repeated ex- 
tensionsasa fresh policy has 
not been readied yet. 

‘The transport depart: 
ment had earlier said that 
the policy was stuck after 
termination of the services 
of advisors, consultants and 
fellows in the department. 
Gahlot had said that these 
peoplehad technical experti- 
se and were working on gi- 
ving shape to several polici- 
es of the transport depart- 
ment, including EV 20, and 
caband bus aggregators.
